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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplied  within  the 
Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 

Water  Board  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are  given  through 
the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board,  Mr.  H.  Ackroyd,  whose 
ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

Generally  speaking,  the  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the  area 
has  been  good,  only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples  been  reported 
and  these  have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at  the  spring  source. 

All  spring  water  in  the  area  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into 
supply. 


The  Board  continued  improvements  to  the  distribution  system 
to  meet  the  demand.  The  Booster  Station  at  Burnby  was  completed 
and  put  into  service  pumping  water  from  Burnby  Reservoir  to  Pocklington 
Wood  Reservoir.  Following  this  the  Givendale  Springs  source  was 

dispensed  with.  The  large  capacity  reservoir  at  Market  Weighton  was 

in  an  advanced  state  of  construction  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 


Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area  receives  water  from 
five  sources  which  are  listed  below  and  the  Btton  source  has  been 
introduced  and  the  Givendale  source  deleted.  From  each  source  a 
bacteriological  examination  of  raw  water  is  taken  once  a  fortnight 
and  a  bacteriological  examination  of  treated  water  before  passing  into 
a  supply  is  taken  every  week.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  system  of  household  refuse  collection  embodies  a 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  District  and  the  bins  are 
lifted  from  the  rear  of  each  house  in  the  built  up  communities » 

In  Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton  they  are  returned  to  the  rear 
of  each  premise  but  in  the  remaining  villages  the  bins  are  left 
at  the  kerbside.  In  the  outlying  districts  the  bins  are  collected 
from  the  kerbside  and  deposited  there  when  emptied . 

During  the  year  the  question  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  was  discussed  on  numerous  occasions  by  the  Council  and 
a  Sub-Committee  of  the  main  Health  Committee  was  formed  to 
examine  the  problems  more  closely.  In  practice  this  wa3  found 
to  be  a  forward  step  and  whilst  attention  was  paid  to  problems 
of  disposal  most  discussion  was  focussed  on  providing  an  improved 
collection  service.  During  the  previous  year  a  weekly  collection 
for  the  whole  of  the  district  had  been  achieved  but  the  more  rural 
communities  do  not  have  a  return  service  and  each  householder  has  to 
retrieve  the  bin  from  the  kerbside.  Due  consideration  was  given 
to  this  matter  for  it  was  felt  that  the  collectors  should  also 
return  bins  and  this  was  the  next  logical  step  in  the  sequence 
of  progress  towards  an  improved  service.  It  was  eventually 
decided  that  this  step  would  require  additional  expense  and  in 
all  probability  more  labour  so  it  was  decided  to  "leap  frog"  the 
sequence  and  recommend  a  paper  sack  collection  which  would  achieve 
an  even  better  service  with  no  extra  labour.  The  Council  endorsed 
the  view  and  preparations  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
present  a  full  workable  scheme  for  inclusion  in  the  estimates  for 
the  ensuing  financial  year. 

Although  disposal  methods  were  discussed  population  and 
financial  implications  guided  the  Council  along  the  path  it  had 
taken  the  previous  year  to  continue  disposal  by  tipping.  Negotiations 
had  been  entered  into  with  a  local  land  owner  for  the  use  of  worked 
out  gravel  workings  for  the  purpose  and  when  the  year  ended  an 
agreement  had  been  reached  whereby  he  would  retain  the  land  and 
control  the  tip  all  in  accordance  with  planning  conditions  and 
accepted  Ministry  practice  guidance.  For  this  service  the  Council 
would  pay  an  annual  sum. 

At  office  level  a  check  was  kept  on  available  loading 
capacity  and  with  the  advent  of  the  new  weekly  service  it  was  found 
that  spare  capacity  was  being  taken  up  as  the  year  progressed.  It 
was  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  give  early  consideration  to 
obtaining  a  larger  capacity  vehicle  than  those  in  service  and  in 
effect  to  procure  a  freighter  of  60  cubic  yards  to  replace  a 
16  cubic  yard  vehicle  which  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  effective  life. 
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SEWAGE  purification  and  DISPOSAL 


Together  with  housing  this  duty  forms  one  of  the 
mam  functions  of  the  Council  and  is  without  doubt  the  costliest 
but,  nevertheless,  progress  was  well  maintained  in  the  programme 
of  providing  all  the  grouped  communities  with  a  proper  water 
carnage  system.  The  group  scheme  at  Market  Weighton  had  been 
put  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  1966  and  the  outstanding 
house  connections  etc.,  were  duly  completed  in  the  very  early 
part  of  the  year, 

.  ..  _  ,An  en9uiry  had  been  held  in  Spring  1966  in  respect 

the  Southern  Area  Scheme  and  approval  was  given  to  commence 
part  of  the  programme  which  had  been  accepted  by  the  Ministry 
as  necessary.  The  villages  of  Seaton  Ross  and  Sutton  on  Derwent 
were  given  priority  and  the  commencement  of  the  work  heralded  a 
new  technique  in  sewer  laying  which  in  time  will  show  a  remarkable 
saving  of  expense  in  works  of  this  nature.  An  opportunity  had 
been  taken  of  laying  rising  mains  from  pumping  stations  to  Disposal 
Works  by  the  mole  plough  method  in  the  Market  Weighton  scheme 
and  using  plastic  pipes.  This  was  the  first  occasion  this  had 
been  done  and  although  the  mole  plough  principle  has  been  used 
for  many  years  on  small  bore  pipes  this  was  a  big  step  forward 
and  the  Contractor  decided  to  make  a  science  of  the  principle. 
Research  went  ahead  in  the  development  of  a  suitable  machine 
and  in  April  the  first  length  of  serviceable  sewer  laid  to 
gradient  was  installed  at  Seaton  Ross  with  a  Ministry  Engineering 
Inspector  in  attendance.  This  is  a  major  break  through  in 
sewer  and  pipe  laying  and  the  Pocklington  Rural  District  Council 
is  to  be  commended  for  their  willingness  to  experiment  in  this 
way  and  their  due  reward  has  been  given  in  reduced  costs  and 
less  interference  and  nuisance  to  villagers  and  farmers.  The 
Ministry  recognised  the  technological  advance  and  gave  approval 
to  the  remainder  of  the  scheme  which  was  well  under  way  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  expansion  of  the  main  centre  of  Pocklington  was 
welcomed  and  another  request  was  made  for  trade  effluent  discharge 
with  the  additional  problem  of  disposal.  The  Engineer  was 
instructed  to  carry  out  a  complete  survey  of  existing  flow  and 
its  strength  so  that  a  report  could  be  submitted  showing  the 
impact  on  the  present  disposal  works  and  what  measure^  would 
be  required  to  cater  for  future  domestic  flow  and  trade  effluent 
intake  on  an  increased  scale. 

Conversion  of  pail  and  earth  closBts  to  water  carriage 
systems  continued  during  the  year  expecially  in  those  areas  which 
were  being  provided  with  a  sewer  for  the  first  time.

All  of  the  above  dwellings  were  completed  during  late 
summer  and  generally  speaking  the  tenants  seemed  well  pleased  with 
their  new  accommodation  but  unfortunately  complaints  were  received  in 
early  Autumn  of  chimney  defects.  This  matter  had  become  apparent  with 
the  onset  of  colder  weather  and  the  need  for  fires  within  the  dwellings. 
The  problem  was  quickly  investigated  for  flats  and  bungalows  of  similar 
design  had  been  constructed  in  previous  years  without  trouble  but  on 
this  occasion  flue  liners  had  been  provided  in  accordance  with  the 
Building  Regulations  1965.  It  was  quite  evident  therefore  that 
investigations  had  to  proceed  along  these  lines  and  experts  were 
consulted  to  ascertain  the  remedial  measures  that  would  be  required  to 
effect  a  satisfactory  draught  within  the  chimney  to  prevent  the  nuisance 
of  back  draught  of  smoke  and  soot  dropping.  Modifications  were  made 
as  a  result  of  advice  given  but  it  was  clear  that  they  were  only 
moderately  effective  and  the  problem  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year 
but  on  a  reduced  scale. 

A  scheme  was  chosen  for  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Chapmangate/Church  Lane  area  of  Pocklington  and  after  successful 
negotiations  with  the  Ministry  had  been  concluded,,  the  Contractor 
was  given  possession  of  the  site  late  in  December.  Some  properties 
had  not  been  purchased  but  sufficient  land  was  available  within 
the  area  to  warrant  a  start  being  made. 

During  1966  a  survey  of  housing  had  been  carried  out  in  two 
of  the  rural  parishes  and  it  had  been  beneficial  in  many  ways.  It 
was  decided  to  make  a  survey  of  Market  Weighton  on  similar  lines  to 
that  adopted  previously  and  whilst  this  community  is  the  second 
largest  within  the  Rural  District  its  housing  needs  and  future 
planning  present  the  greatest  problems.  The  figures  relative  to 
the  housing  conditiong  are  given  below  and  the  Councils  reaction  to 
these  findings  was  that  the  County  Planning  Officer  should  be  asked
